42 hour fasting is required for these experiments because the purpose of the experiments is to address 
biological factors that regulate glucose storage in the liver. At 42 hours of fast, glycogen content in the 
liver is approximately 70% reduced and enzymatic regulation of glucose storage is elevated. This is the 
minimal effective time for glycogen deposition to be assessed in a consistent at quantifiable manner. 
Pilot studies were conducted utilizing various fasting times to determine that 42 hour fast is the minimal 
amount of time required to achieve the scientific objective.
